Supreme Court 
Gives Decision 
In Ruling Today 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


(^ supreme court ruled today that 


state "fair trade" laws do not 
bar stores from cutting prices if 
the stores refuse to sign pricing 
agreements. 


Justice Douglas delivered the 


6-3 decision which attorneys told 
the high court in advance would 
have the effect of killing the fair 
trade laws now in effect in 45 


9 states. 


Such laws have been adopted 


by all states except Vermont, 
Texas, Missouri and the District 
of Columbia. 


By Agreements 


They permit the fixing of mini- 


mum retail prices by agreements 
between manufacturers and re- 
tailers. 


Joining Douglas in the court

Capt. James W. Jabara of Wichita destroyed two 


of the three Russian-made MIG-15 jets shot down by 
F-86 Sabre jets near the Manchurian border. They were 
his fifth and sixth of the Korean war—one more than 
needed to become an ace. 
The double ace—he had 6 
]/l> confirmed air victories 


over Europe in World War II—flew to Japan today. He 
made the 700-mile flight so fast he arrived there before 
the message informing the Japanese field he had taken 
off. In Sunday's air battle, 50 Red jets were caught by 
the Sabre jets south of the Yalu river. In addition to 
the three Red planes destroyed, one was listed as prob- 
ably destroyed and five as damaged. 


In World War II, Jabara went on 133 missions. He 


was awarded the air medal with 20 clusters, a presiden- 
tial citation and the European campaign ribbon with six 
battle stars.

han and Hongchon rivers, and 
pulling back toward Chunchon in 
the center.

out to destroy. The Eighth army 
said the Second division killed on. 
wounded.37,750 Reds in five days. ' 


"We've taken the starch out of

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India May Reject Wheat Loan 
If House Approves Senate Bill

WASHINGTON. (AP) — This 


week congress is expected to .settle 
the question of sending \\heat to 
India, which needs it badly and 
appealed to this country for help 
months ago. 


Already there is some starvation 


there. And there have been food 
riots. 
And, 
aside 
from 
the 


humanitarian problem of helping 
hungry people, this country has a 
real deep Interest in India. 


That country, with a population 


of 350,000,000 and with great 
importance in Asia, has tried to 
steer clear of the struggle between 
this country and Russia.

Theie is consider- 
able opposition in the house. 


If it agrees with the senate in 


attaching the 
same 'kind

strings the whole deal may be so 
unacceptable to the government 
of India that it will decide to 
reject the loan and do without the 
wheat. 


India is mostly agricultural, for 


70 per cent of those working make 
their living off the land. 
The 


other 30 per cent are in industry. 
Even so India, which gained its 
independence from Britain less 
than four years ago, never has 
raised enough grains to feed its 
people. 


Imports Necessary 


It has always had to impoit 


some. And it had started a pro- 
grain for planting enough giains 
to make itself self-sufficient. It 


had hoped to jcach this goal by

disasters — earthquakes, floods, 
dt oughts, and locusts — destroyed 
a lot of its crops and made its 
needs for grains 
abroad 
even 


gi eater to avoid wide starvation 
in 1951. 


It needs 50,000,000 tons this 


year. 
Of that amount, it can 


glow 44,000,000 tons. So it will 
have to get another 6.000.000 tons 
abroad. It is buying 3.000.000 of 
those 6,000,000 from other coun- 
tries. 


In addition, it is buying another 


1,000,000 from this country. That 
leaves 2,000,000 tons which it still 
needs. 
Why doesn't it buy that 


also and why does it come to this 
country for help"! 


Senators Agree 


Scnatots who have dug into the 


problem, and that includes Demo- 
ctats and Republicans, agree on 
this: 


(1) India, a young country try- 


ing to get on its feet, doesn't have 
enough dollars to purchase any 
more wheat beyond the 1,000.000 
tons it already has bought here;

Finally, in passing the wheat 


bill last week, the senate decided 
to make the whole deal a loan. 
After buying the wheat here with 
that loan, India could pay back 
the money over a long penod of 
years. 


But the senate did something 


else: It said India should pay 
back part of the loan in materials 
which this countiy needs, par- 
ticularly monazite sands, useful 
in atomic energy production. 


But India has a law which says 


monazite sands can't be sent out 
of India.

DANVILLE, ILL., (AP)—Gov. 


Stevenson says that whether Pres- 
ident Truman or Gen. MacArthur 
is right in the debate over foreign 
policy is "beside the point." 


"The point is not who is right." 


said 
Stevenson, "but what 
is 


right." 


"In" the torrent of discussion of 


how we should wage war and how 
we should not wage it, it seems to 
me there is a very real danger 
that we are entirely losing sight 
of our prime national objective, 
which is not to wage war at all, 
but to achieve international peace 
and security." 


Speaks at Hospital 


The governor spoke at a hospital 


day gathering Sunday at the Vet- 
eran's Administration hospital in 
Danville. 


He said: 
"We must try to choose a course 


which minimizes the dangers of 
total war when we are inadequate- 
ly prepared, or of losing positions 
we need to hold. 


"Thus shorn of the clamor, the 


personalities and the politics, the 
great debate reveals our course 
m Korea as one of trying to mini- 
mize both of these -dangers, of 
trying to gain time without with- 
drawing from a position." 


The governor did not mention 


the position of Gen. MacArthur. 
who has repeatedly said U. N. 
forces in Korea should have great- 
er freedom to carry out the war 
against the Chinese Reds. 


But he did say "The military in- 


stinct is' to seek -the clear ana 
absolute solution to a conflict and 
so it is too with the American 
people. 


Cynicism Not Wise 


"But the conduct of foreign pol- 


icy in peace cannot now approach 
a comparable precision. Civilian 
authorities are always subject to 
a degree of reproach and impa- 
tience from the military establish- 
ment and from people who see 
fragments rather than the whole.'

Coal to Newcastle 


The United States exported more than 2,000,000 tons 


of soft coal to 26 nations in Europe, Asia and South America 
in the single month of February. 
Great Britain was "the 


largest foreign purchaser. It is authoritatively forecast that 
during the next few years exports of coal will continue to 
run at a substantial level. 


This is indicative of the marked changes that have taken 


place in the world coal situation. At one time, England was 
the biggest exporter, and for a great many years her produc- 
tion was far in excess of her own domestic needs. But now a 
scarcity of coal is a major headache in England, so she, in 
company with many other nations, looks to America's mines 
to make up the lack. 
* 
* 
• 


Various factors have been responsible for this. And one 


of the most important has been the socialization—in whole 
or part—of the coal industry in England and much of Eu- 
rope. The production goals which were set by the govern- 
ment bureaus in charge of coal have not been met. Despite 
some improvement, production methods are still obsolete. 
The miners—who were promised Utopia by the advocates of 
socialization—have- become dissatisfied and restive in the 
face of low pay and relatively poor working conditions. And 
so, inevitably, England and Europe have had to turn to Amer- 
ica for supplies. 


This is an interesting and important illustration of the 


differences between socialization of regimented industry, and 
free, competitive industry. Our mines lead those of all other 
nations in every way—production methods, wages paid to 
miners, safety, and so on. Production is now at an extremely 
high level and, if necessary, it can be increased. Once again, 
free enterprise is doing the big jobs.

Compare Casualties 


Because of the stress laid upon pur Korean casualties by 


General MacArthur and others, the idea has got around that 
casualty rates and totals in this conflict are worse than anj 
that American fighting men have ever known. -Thus it may 
be wise to compare them with the record of some principal 
combat units in World War II. 


Up until recently the six U. S. divisions in Korea had lost 
10,813 men killed. During about the same span of time, six 
key American divisions which fought from the Normandy 
beachhead to the German surrender lost 14,157 men killed. 
By this measure, the Korean campaign is not our roughest 
war. 


Nor have casualties been mounting, as some people seem 


to believe. The rate was highest in the first critical weeks 
last summer. The highest numerical totals came in the 
weeks during and right after the Inchon landing^ in Septem- 
ber, 1950. The December retreat from the Yalu river stood 
next highest. Neither of these totals have since been 
equaled. 


Although American railroads now make use of some 


200,000 miles of telegraph and telephone lines, radio is rapidly 
coming into use, particularly to communicate with moving 
trains.

Tobey, like Goldsmith, is supposed 
to be a Republican. He is actually 'a fifth columnist in the Republi- 
can party. In his last primary, the C. I. O. got a lot of its people 
to register as Independents so that they could vote to nominate 
Tobey, knowing that he would be useful in their program of creep- 
ing socialism tending toward the dissolution of the republic of th; 
United States and the succession of a police state. 


In their colloquy before the tele- 


vision, audience, O'Dwyer said: 
'You sent here for money to help 
you in your primaries and your 
election.

The Doctor Says: 


Important to Recognize 
And Treat Syphilis Early 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


Even though the struggle 


against it has gone on for hun- 
dreds of years there are 
still 


some elementary > things about 
syphilis which many people still 
do not appear to realize. This is 
one of the two- great venereal 
diseases and is acquired, with few 
exceptions, from the opposite sex. 
It is an infection caused by a tiny 
living body commonly called a 
spirochcte. 


The question of contagiousness 


is most important and two ques- 
tions on this have been submitted 
by Mrs. B. She asks first whether 
a person can have the disease and 
not be contagious. 
The ansker 


to this is "yes," and it is for this 
reason as well as others that the 
disease should be treated prompt- 
ly by penicillin, arsenic or other 
methods. 
This will remove t the 


danger of contagion quickly even 
if the disease itself takes longer 
to cure entirely. 


Mrs. B. also inquires whether 


a mother with syphilis can have 
a healthy child. 
This also re- 


lates to contagiousness since the 
spirochctc can pass through the 
blood from mother to child and 
cause what is known as the con- 
genital form of the disease. But 
here too the answer is "yes." since 
by modern methods the. mother 
can be treated so that there is 
very little danger to the child. 


These points are of the utmost 


importance since the quick con- 


quest of the spirochete of syphilis, 
at least to the stage where it can- 
not be passed to another person, 
means that new infections would** 
become few and far between. 


The victim of the disease there- 


fore has a great responsibility to 
seek proper treatment at-the earli- 
est possible moment. This is as 
important for their own sakes as 
it is for others. 


Prevent Spread of Disea&e 


A local sore is the usual first 


symptom and the best time to 
get a diagnosis and treatment. 
After a few weeks a skin rash is* 
likely to develop. 


As time goes on the spirochcte 


spreads elsewhere in the-body and 
may attack the blood vessels or 
the nervous system. 
Except at 


the beginning, a blood test—Was- 
serman test or one of its modifica- 
tions—will reveal the presence of 
the disease. 


From all angles treatment and 


observation should be early, com-*, 
plete and prolonged. This is a 
rather complicated matter medi- 
cally, but in some of the heavy 
metals and in penicillin there are 
methods now available which the 
spirochcte definitely docs not like.

understandable. But how do the 
"gentry" fit into the picture? Do 
they also rank as "national heri- 
tages"? 


Titled Are Monuments? 


The answer to this in effect is 


"yes." That is to say, the peerages 
originally are granted as recogni- 
tion of ability and worth and serv- 
ice. The government looks on titles 
as monuments.
